Born at Barcelona, in 1860, and graduated 
at the “Bellas Artes of Barcelona.” He was 
awarded the First Prize by Queen Maria 
Christine for the best Spanish painting in 
the International Exhibition at Barcelona. 
The Spanish art critic, Senor Don Raymun- 
do Casselas, places Graner as the most pop¬ 
ular artist of Spain of this time and the 
idol of his native city, Barcelona. 

Graner’s works have been exhibited in 
Paris, London, Berlin and Brussels with 
great success, and they are to be found 
in many of the principal museums in Eur¬ 
ope. The Emperor of Germany bought one 
of Graner’s paintings.
